JAPANESE  IRIS 

The  blooms  of  the  Japanese  Iris  are  6  to  10  inches  in 
diameter.  They  will  grow  in  almost  any  soil  that  does  not 
become  too  dry  in  Summer,  but  they  prefer  a  warm,  sunny 
location. 

The  best  time  to  plant  is  July,  and  from  then  on  until  the 
middle  of  September  the  plants  may  be  safely  planted  in 
localities  not  too  far  north,  so  that  they  may  have  time  to 
establish  themselves  before  cold  weather  sets  in.  If  they  arc 
planted  rather  late,  they  should  be  freely  mulched  after  the 
ground  is  frozen  in  late  Autumn  to  keep  the  ground  from 
heaving.

Phloxes  are  shallow-rooted  plants  and  should,  therefore, 
be  planted  a  little  deeper  than  most  plants  and  kept  well 
tilled  to  conserve  the  moisture,  as  they  cannot  stand  dry, 
packed  soil  like  Peonies  and  Irises.  No  fertilizer  should  be 
near  the  roots.  A  little  bonemeal  sprinkled  on  the  surface 
of  the  ground  before  hoeing  gives  good  results,  but  be  careful 
not  to  use  too  much.
